New York, June 3.—|By the Asso-

The Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce raised a 
guarantee funu of $4000, and the funds still 
being $1000 sbort, the Executive Committee 
borrowed that amount on their personal 
security. Ywuur treasurer being unable to 
go \o Chicago and it being necessary for a 
oe of your Executive Committes to go, 

essrs, Wells aud C ok put their affairs in 
shape to do so, aud Mr. Cook being made 
the treasurer for the carnival purposes, 
your treasurer turned the surplus funds 
over to him as fast as pussible, Mr. Han- 
chette was hurried off to Chicago the sec nd 
day after the fair closed.

The orange sconive) 
in Chicago was an entertaiument offered to 
Strangers who cared, after all, cumpara- 
tively little for California or her products, 
They were suspicious that it was an insig- 
nificant affair, undertaken for advertising 
purposes alone and offering them nothing

in the undertaking atthe outset. nor the 
serious effect this bad upon the question of 
he report then goes into the details of 
‘the labor and transportation accounts, and. 
continues to the effect that by far the larg- 
est item in the list, $2568.80, is for advertis- 


, The report states that not one cent was 
spent for reading notices, of which about 
forty columns were secured in all, the com- 
mercial value of which is estimated at from 
$8000 to $10,000, and continues: 

“Of this reading matter nothing except 
two or three Items appeared before we in- 
serted our advertisements, as the newspa- 

rs refused to consider the carnival in the 

ight of news until their business men had 
received a call from ourtre surer. That 
ceremony being over, they were very gene- 
rous with their space; but the carnival was 
not to them, by any means, what the citrus 
fair was to our papers here, for the reason 
that it was practically an advertisement of 
some other section, and its gain was their 


lops. 

“While the committ8e maintained that 
this amount of advertising was a necessity, 
they still kept a. most careful watch of 
every doilar employed, When the carnival 
was well under way the advertising was cut 
down one-half its original size. Toward 
the end of the enterprise it was decided to 
reduce it still farther, but the representa. 
tives of the lucalities themselves begged 
that they continue as they were, and even 
asked that larger sums be expended in this 
direction. We obtained the same rates for 
advertisements as are given to the leading 
theater companies, where they take space 
by the year, and the daily cost ‘of news- 
paper advertising was practically the same 
as that of any of the leading theaters of the 


city. 

The report then details the various adver- 
tisirig plans, and says: 

“Viewed by itself the item of advertising 
may look | rge, but when it is underswod 
that without it, or with it reduced, we 
should today be facing, in all prvubability, 
an appalling deficit, its magnitude is by no 
means so striking. 

“The next item of signs, $134 9), refers to 
cloth b.oners hung in the building The 
item entered as expense, total $1574.63, in- 
cludes a large variety of matters which 
c-uld not be included under the other cen- 
eral headings, A few of these may be coin- 
mented upon; as, for example, that of police 
service, 8164, twelve men for the opening 
night, six men for the first week and three 
men for the subsequent time; press agent, 
$142; hotel «eceommodations, inciuding 
be dquarters, $256.50; fruit bought of lo- 
calities for advertising purposes; piumbing; 
gas-fitting and ges-lighting: 
postage; type writing. ete. When it is re- 
membered that about 10,000 invitations were 
mailed in Chic:go, the postage of which 
was nearly #200, it may be seen that several 
of these miscellaneous items would he!p to 
swell the total.” . ‘ 

“Salaries were paid only to the superin- 
tendent, Mr. Hanchette, and his assistant, 
Mr. Wiggins; the total for the two months’ 
service for both was $400. The item of 
Cartage, $161.25, is leas than might reason- 
ably be expected for the delivery of. the 
contents of thirteen cars. It is interesting 
to note that the preliminary expenses of 
the carnival were, atter all, not large com- 
pared with whatit cost to keep it going. 
fhe preliminary labor and carpenter ex- 
penses were #1654; total preliminary ex- 
pense, $4619.34. Transportation tay be 
added to this as preliminary expense; 
and when the whole is subtracted from the 
total expenses, we fi d tnat it cost $6967.55 
to Keep the carnival running after the first 
opening night, including $2568.80 @pent for 
advertising. - 

“There is one item—that of rent—which 
does not appear in this list of expenditures, 
but which was paid in the shape of 10 per 
cent of the gate receipts; this amouuted to 
$1.216.44. This contract was in the highest 
diewres favorable to us. We occupied the 
vuilding forty-one days, taking into con- 
sideration the time required in advance for 
the preparation of the designs and that used 
afterwards for taking them down, This 
brings the rent down to the very reasonable 
figure of $29 a day, as against 850 a day 
which we paid rent for the paviilion here, 
where our space was only one-half as large. 

“The cash which was used in the under- 
taking came from several seurces, which is 
interesting to note. From the sale of tick- 
vets we received $12,164.67. It must be re- 
membered that our admission tee was only 
25 cents and that many tickets for children 
were sold at 15 cénts. It was a matter of 

that suchal rge sum was taken in with 

such a small admission fee. The exposi- 
tion people themseives, who have had the 
widest experience with enterprises of this 
kind, deciared their belief from the first. 
that it would be totally Impossible for the 
carnival to pay expenses. 

“The amounts realized from the sale of 
privileges areonly $175. . . Tne citrus 
fair coniributed to the undertaking the sum 
of $1907.50, the general committee holding 
that this money couid not be put to a better 
use than thatof advertising tne fruit inter- 
ests of Southern California in the Exst. 

“The sum of #1000 was loaned to the 
orange carnival without security, by the 
three members of the Executive Comm ttee, 
When it transpired at the c.ose of the citrus 
fair that the receipts were notas large as 
bad been supposed, it became evident that 
the guarantee fund for the orange carnival 
(which had been raised on the uderstand- 
ing that $3.00 would be contributed to the 
enterprise OF the citrus fair) would be null 
and vuid. he deficit was made up by the 
money advanced by the committee. It is 
uvediess to explain that had not this 
money been advanced by some one, there 
wuuld have heen no orange carnival at Chi- 
cago. ‘Tnis money has been returned to the 
members of the committee. 

Four hundred dollars was put into the 
gener | fund, which had been earned by 
Los Angeles county at the recent State 
citrus fair, as first premium for best county 
dispiay. There were no otner sources of 
income.’”’ 

THE REPORT CONCLUDES AS FOLLOWS: 

‘Tbe wisest of us learn something by ex- 
perience, and the committee is free to ad- 
mit that if it was called upon to go through 
another orange carnival, it could probably 
do it better and with perhaps a tew hun- 
dred doilars less expense; butit was im. 
possible with the «dverse circumstances 
under which we worked to achieves finan- 
cial success,” 


Afternoon Session, 

The committee reconvened at 1:30 o’clock 
and the discussion of some old bills con- 
tracted during the citrus fair and still un- 
‘paid were taken up and disposed of. 

The Chair cGslled the attention of the 


|.cominittee to several Chicago bills, which 


were ordered paid. 

Maj. Jones moved that. an auditing com- 
} mittee of three be appointed to look over 
the bills, 

Mr. Heath thought it. hardly necessary to 
Investigate the acts of the Executive Com- 
mittee. He stated that the general 
committee is satisfied with the re- 
pert of ‘the Executive Committee. 
Mr.  Weils was aiso  anxivus' to 
have an auditing committee go through 
the bills, as there seems to be an impress) n 
outside that the management is to blame 
for the large expense at Chicago. 

Mr. Heath stated that there isa belief that 
something was made out of the scheme. 
The scheine, as he understood it, was to 
advertise Southern California and not to 
make money. The Executive Committee 
on much better than he expected them

Mr, Wells said that the fair hgre cost 
, and the Chicago fair was one-fourth 
larger aud ran seventeen days, as against

Mr. Wiggins was calied in, and stated 
that the Orange-county people claimed that 
they were out six boxes of oranges and six- 
teen boxes of lemons, buthe knew nothing 
about it and thought it their own mistake, 

On motion, it was decided that the sur- 
plus money be distributed among the 
various localities, 

‘The amount to be distributed is $421.03 
and an additional rebate of $180 is expected 
from Chicago, A vote of thanks wass then 
tendered all the members of the Executive 
Committee.

biils unpaid, 2968.08; total, $14,095.08. 

“The salary of Superintendent Hanchette 
is unadjusted, but is allowed in the above. 
Mr. Hanchette is supposed to bave received 
$40 on the afternoon of the 7th inst., which 
has not been heard from, and that is ail the 
money he h:ndied. He took $500 from Los 
Angeles; but he settled up for that. 

“The difference batween the receipts and 
disbursements is $1670.62, which represents 
the amouat the carnival ran behind, as the 
money adva'ced, the ci.rus fair surplus and 
the Los Angeles county premium fund, 
amounting in the aggregate to $3315.50, can- 
not be praperly counted in.”
